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Editorial 


Christmas - The Great Story 


The story of the birth of Jesus some 1958 years ago 
(historians say it was probably a half dozen years earl- 
ier than that) has probably been told more than any 
other story in the Christian world. 

Each Christmas brings fresh occasion to review that 
story and, indeed, to review the life and purpose of the 
man whose birth we celebrate. 

But it is a paradox of human experience that the 
words and works of Christ should be so widely studied 
and so often referred to while his example is so little 
emulated. 

With Jesus, Christianity was not merely a theory but 
a living thing — in fact, life itself. 

It was a far cry from a Sunday religion. 

It was a daily practice that went beyond ceremony 
and brought benefits into the lives of all he met, The 
sick and the crippled were healed, sinners reformed and 
even the dead were raised. And interestingly enough, 
these works did not cease with the crucifixion but con- 
tinued to be performed as a part of the Christian re- 
ligion for 300 years after. 

Probably more miraculous that the “miracles” of 
early Christianity is the fact that men could have so 
completely lost the essence of the very religion they 
claim to embrace. 

So, in pondering the Christmas story, we would do 
well to consider how the Master's teaching might better 
be adopted to our own lives — this Christmas Day and 
every day.

Prior to this dieback a se- 
vere leaf drop was observed 
starting back in August. 

There seems to be a num- 
ber of possible factors rather 
than any one factor that 
could cause this trouble. In 
some orchards there just 
doesn’t seem to be any sat- 
isfactory explanation for the 
severe fruit dropping. 

During Sept. and Nov. we 
did have more hot weather 
and more air pollution than 
usual. This combination of 
heat and air pollution seems 
to be very hard on the trees, 
particularly navels. If the 
trees are not suffering from 
any other weakening factor, 
then the trees seem to be 
able tc withstand this heat 
and air pollution without the 
severe leaf drop and twig 
dieback. 

The fact that there, are 
many orchards with a good 
crop in the various areas 
that did not drop their fruit, 
even though they were also 
exposed to the heat and air 
pollution, indicates that heat 
and air pollution cannot be 
the only factors causing the 
trouble. 

The problem then narrows 
down to looking for the other 
weakening factors in those 
orchards with a heavy fruit 
drop. One thing should be

recognized. Conditions have 
changed during recent years 
and cultural practices that 
were satisfactory 10, 20, or 
30 years ‘ago are not satis- 
factory today. With the weak- 
ening effect of air pollution | 
in the orchard, other weaken- 
ing effects must be corrected 
to stay in the citrus business. 
Of course it-is necessary to 
strive for the elimination of 
air pollution. In the mean- 
time cultural practices should 
be changed to help meet the 
situation, 

Probably. the main other 
weakening factors are irriga- | 
tion, pest control, and weak 
trees. There is a possibility | 
that once wood is weakened 
and the conditions are right, | 
a fungus could invade the | 
wood and cause twig die-| 
back. Five. fungicide test | 
plots have been established to | 
check this fungus possibility. | 

IRRIGATION: Every effort | 
should be made to find out 
more about what is going on 
under the surface of the soil. | 
Where are the active roots?
